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Plans for £85million attraction to 
showcase Jurassic Coast's history

A STUNNING £85mil- 
lion scheme has been un¬ 
veiled to put a glass roof 
over an old Portland 
quarry and use its rocky 
surfaces to showcase 
thousands of Natural His¬ 
tory Museum fossils. 

Once Jurassica is cre¬ 
ated at Yeolands Quarry, 
near The Grove, it could 
create 200 permanent 
jobs, up to 300 contribu¬ 
tory jobs and attract 
800,000 to 950,000 visi¬ 
tors in its first year. 

Mike Hanlon, one of 
Britain’s most successful 
science writers, spoke for 
a group backing the 
scheme and told a meet¬ 
ing of Portland Commu¬ 
nity Partnership that it 
was the first time he had 
talked to people en masse 
about the Jurassica pro¬ 
posal. 

He said it was being 
supported by world fa¬ 
mous figures such as Sir 
David Attenborough and 
Tim Smit of the Lost 
Gardens of Heligan and 
the Eden Project.

Mr Hanlon added that 
Jurassica would be “a 
jewel in the crown for the 
Jurassic Coast”. 

Preliminary sketches 
for the project have been 
done by Renzo Piano 
who designed London’s 
famous Shard building. 

They show a 340ft 
glass roof for the quarry 
with the aim of housing a 
host of fossils that the 
Natural History Museum 
holds, but doesn’t cur¬ 
rently display. 

Mr Hanlon said the 
point of Jurassica was to 
bring the Mesozoic pe¬ 
riod to life, the era of the 
dinosaurs when Dorset 
was home to a series of 
spectacular marine di¬ 
nosaurs. 

He explained that the 
attraction would include 
everything from walk 
round time areas and a 
porthole window along 
the Jurassic coast to an 
ability for visitors to “fly 


round” Earth as it was in 
Jurassic times. 

Talks were being held 
with a Japanese anima- 
tronics company to cre¬ 
ate “something that 
swims” to illustrate sea 
monsters and there 
would also be a section 
capturing smells of the 
time, a study area, time 
sections, galleries, a gift 
shop but only some car 
parking.

BORN in Basingstoke, Stuart McKenzie has lived 
in the Bridport area since he was nine-years-old. 
As a youngster he joined the Bridport Bandits 
Motor Project, going on to become club treas¬ 
urer, a post he holds to this day. The 31 -year-old 
works as a sales executive for Lanehouse Group, 
specialising in Vauxhall and Suzuki sales. He is 
married with two daughters. 


■ HOW did you get involved with Bridport 
Bandits? 

When I was at Colfox school (aged 13) a flyer from 
the youth centre with Bandits details on it came round, 
so me and a friend decided to go down there and never 
looked back. 

■ WHAT makes the group so special? 

The project is very unique in that all the volunteers in¬ 
volved, including myself are exactly that - unpaid vol¬ 
unteers who do it for the love of the project and 
community. It gives the youngsters a chance to learn 
mechanical skills from an age of 11 and get a chance 
to race what they build from the age of 12, which is 
very appealing to be able to drive a car at that age! We 
have about six volunteers and approximately 12 to 15 
members. 

■ WHAT is Autograss Racing? 

Autograss is a non-contact motorsport that takes place 
on an oval (approximately 400 metre) track using a 
natural soil surface. Due to the close nature of the rac¬ 
ing, thrills and spills are never far away. There are sev¬ 
eral differing classes of car, from near standard Minis 
or small hatchbacks through to spaceframed single 
seaters with monster V8 or twin motorbike power. 

■ How safe is it? 

It’s very safe indeed, the cars are built to a very strict 
rule book and have to have full roll cages fitted, along 
with a purpose built seat, full race harness as well as 
all competitors having to wear fireproof overalls and 
approved crash helmet. All cars then have to pass 
scrutiny checks at the beginning of each meeting. 

■ WHERE do you get the parts / 
cars to rebuild into racing machines? 

For bandits we are very lucky with the general public 
donating vehicles, failing that we source them through 



the trade as MOT failures. Sometimes we source bits 
through eBay for those rarer parts. 
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■ WHAT is it about cars and 
motorsports that fascinates you? 

It’s very rewarding being able to understand the work¬ 
ings of a car, knowing what to look out for, as well as 
enjoying the drive. As far as motorsport is concerned, 
I have a highly competitive nature and the adrenaline 
rush you get participating is awesome, as well as being 
able to push a car to its absolute limits in a safe envi¬ 
ronment. 

■ FAVOURITE car you've ever owned? 

It’s got to be my first road car, which was a classic 
Mini in red, I bought it at the age of the 15 and slowly 
built the car to a standard for the road, customizing it 
along the way. I used the car for a few years as well as 
competing in the London to Brighton Mini run, along 
with 2001 other min is, which was a great experience. 

■ WHICH form of motorsport 
do you love the most? 

It has to be Formula One, I know some people per¬ 
ceive it as boring but the huge advancements in tech¬ 
nology fascinates me and does filter down to the cars 
we drive today. I enjoy the tactics, and driving skills 
involved. 

■ FAVOURITE film about cars or motorsport? 

The Italian Job (1969) is an all time classic, Michael 
Caine is brilliant in this film and with the Mini con¬ 
nection, and it’s a film I have a major soft spot for. 
Much to my wife’s annoyance I could probably recite 
almost the whole script of this film, as I have watched 
it quite a few times. 

■ FAVOURITE route you've ever driven? 

On the public highway, I can’t think of any which 
stand out, other than the Autobahns in Germany. How¬ 
ever racing round Thruxton race circuit which is an 
amazing route/track in a single seater formula Renault 
with its fast sweeping comers on a circuit is great fun.

Row erupts over changes 
to park and ride drop offs 


A ROW has erupted after it emerged that changes to 
the town’s park and ride system are threatening the re¬ 
covery of Weymouth Pavilion. 

Phil Say has been delighted at early Pavilion success 
since he took over as manager, but he says changes to 
the park and ride bus drop-off system are hitting the 
complex’s figures, income and footfall. 

The threat has arisen since July 8th which was the 
last time the park and ride bus service dropped off at 
Weymouth Pavilion and Marks & Spencer. 

A Dorset County Council spokesman said: “The 
service now terminates at the King's Statue (K8), but 
still stops at Lennox Street and also continues to serve 
the pier bandstand, town centre and seafront. 

“There are a number of reasons for this change, in¬ 
cluding the return of the Condor ferry service and 
major events happening over the summer. 

“By stopping at the King's Statue, the park and ride 
avoids congestion on the seafront and helps reduce 
traffic. It also helps us make sure the park and ride 
runs to time and provides an efficient, reliable service. 
We contacted county councillors in June to inform

them of the changes and also put up notices at the 
Mount Pleasant park and ride site and around Wey¬ 
mouth.” 

But Mr Say said: “A lot of people using the town are 
visitors and they now have to walk further to get to us 
which is madness. 

“We are trying to save the Pavilion and the county 
council is not exactly helping us. We want them to 
think again not just from our point of view but from 
the point of view of visitors using the park and ride 
who want to come to the Pavilion to enjoy our facili¬ 
ties, see our information and find out about our shows. 

“It is now much harder for them to do this because 
the park and ride buses are dropping them off up to 
half a mile away.” 

Angry councillor Christine James said: “I am Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland’s transport spokesman yet the 
county council couldn’t even be bothered to tell me 


that these park and ride bus drop-off changes were 
going to happen never mind consult with me first. 

“Not only is the rearranged schedule hitting the 
Pavilion but other businesses as well such as the har¬ 
bor ferry taxi and the boat trip operators near the 
Pavilion who go across to Portland. 

“When something this major is done to change the 
park and ride schedule then surely borough council¬ 
lors should have been consulted. Just telling county 
councillors is not good enough. 

“Condor told the council it needed better exit flows 
for its passenger vehicles as part of its return to the re¬ 
sort and it seems that what is good for Condor is fine 
even if it hurts other businesses. 

“Weymouth and Portland even proposed a scheme 
to accommodate the park and ride bus near the Pavil¬ 
ion to avoid it impeding ferry traffic, but the county 
council rejected it. 

“I will support further talks with the county council 
to see if we can get them to change their minds and 
bring back the Pavilion stop provided it does not im¬ 
pede Condor traffic.” 


Town Green supporters prepare for supreme court battle 


SUPPORTERS fighting to retain Town Green status 
for part of the Markham and Little Francis area in 
Weymouth are facing a final battle at the Supreme 
Court on January 15th, 2014. 

They will ask the court to overturn previous legal 
rulings which saw developer Betterment Properties, 
which owns the land, successfully argue that a previ¬ 
ous grant of Town Green status should be withdrawn. 

Supporters fear that defeat in London will mean 
heavy housing development for the “green lung”. 

Spokesman Gill Taylor said: “We’re starting to get 
the invoices in for the work that is required for this 
case and have now had some of our pledges come in 
as cheques. 

“We’ve had a large donation from the Open Spaces 
Society which continues to give us substantial 


amounts towards this case. We’ve also had large do¬ 
nations from the Wyke Protection Society and from a 
private donor in the Midlands. 

“Now we have a date for the Supreme Court hearing 
we feel that we are now gearing up for the final bat¬ 
tle. 

“It’s been a long haul and we never expected to be 
here when we started all those years ago. 

“We would like to thank all of our wonderful sup¬ 
porters who have enabled us to continue fighting for 
this well loved piece of land. 

“Many people continue to use the Town Green for 
leisure and recreation and we trust that we will have a 
successful outcome which will enable residents to 
continue to do so in the future. 

“We are extremely grateful to our legal team includ¬ 


ing the three barristers, including a QC, who are pro¬ 
viding their services free of charge. We do however 
have costs associated with the case that need to be 
paid so we are continuing to raise funds to cover these 
expenses. 

“We’re hugely grateful for the donations we have 
had over the years, particularly from the Open Spaces 
Society and the Wyke Protection Society as well as 
the small donations which make all the difference to 
us. 

“The surprise one was a significant donation from a 
visitor from the Midlands who had heard of our cam¬ 
paign.

would be talks with Dorset County 
Council to keep on-site parking 
down by “borrowing” Weymouth 
and Dorchester’s park and ride sys¬ 
tem so the Jurassica experience 
could actually start in Weymouth at 
the Mount Pleasant park and ride 
site. There could also be a possible 
marine access to the site via East 
Weares. 

He added that the project had many 
benefits because it would use an ex¬ 
isting brownfield site, solar roof pan¬ 
els would generate enough electricity 
for the entire site and there would be 
no impact on the profile of Portland 
because the intention was to make 
Jurassica “more or less invisible”. 

Jurassica is soon to become a char¬ 
ity, he said, and it could be built and 
open by 2019. 

Mr Hanlon said Portland had been 


chosen because it was a central point 
of the Jurassic coast, had a spectacu¬ 
lar location, in situ rock strata dis¬ 
plays, was remote yet accessible and 
would create jobs and money for that 
part of the Dorset coastline which 
needed it most. It was proposed to 
use the old Yeolands quarry, he said, 
because it was perfect for the pro¬ 
posed design. 

He told the meeting that the next 
stage was to apply for Lottery fund¬ 
ing, go through the planning process, 
secure corporate sponsorship and 
county council backing, obtain pri¬ 
vate backing “and build momen¬ 
tum”. 

He added: “It may go wrong. There 
is plenty to go wrong, but plenty has 
gone right so far. This is the first time 
I have talked to people en masse and 
I would be very excited to hear what 
you have to say.” 

Portland historian Stuart Morris 


said: “I personally welcome Juras¬ 
sica. I think something like this is re¬ 
ally exciting, but I don’t think that 
park and ride on its own will suf¬ 
fice.” 

Mr Hanlon said he used to live on 
Portland, loved the island and didn’t 
want to clog it up, so the intention 
was to provide “a comfortable, fast 
transport service tailored to Juras¬ 
sica”. 

He added: “We can make it work, 
but I agree there is work to do.” 

Weymouth and Portland tourism 
spokesman Councillor Ian Bruce 
said: “I am very excited about this 
innovative way of reusing a worked 
out quarry. 

“I am sure that there will be lots of 
issues to address, but I would be very 
supportive of introducing a world 
class attraction to Weymouth and 
Portland.”

New scheme launched to 
deal with alcohol offences 

A NEW scheme has been launched to deal with alco¬ 
hol-related offences in Dorset. 

The Alcohol Diversion Scheme will mean that of¬ 
fenders issued with a Penalty Notice for Disorder 
(PND) can attend a halfday educational course. Pro¬ 
vided the individual attends and completes the 
course the original PND will be cancelled. 

The course covers a number of subjects relating to 
alcohol, including health management, conse¬ 
quences and ways forward for individuals to address 
their problems. 

Courses will cost £40 and every recipient of an al¬ 
cohol-related PND can apply for the course. 

Examples of PND offences include drunk and dis¬ 
orderly, Public Order Act offences and low-level 
thefts and damage where alcohol is the contributing 
factor. 

The scheme is led by Dorset Police, in partnership 
with local authorities. Registered charity Druglink will 
deliver the courses at sites in Weymouth, Poole and 
Bournemouth. 

Acting Inspector Steve Lyne is leading the scheme 
for Dorset Police. He said: "This is a scheme which has 
been used in other parts of the country to great ef¬ 
fect. The principle behind it is to divert individuals 
away from trouble at an early stage. It is part of our 
continued commitment to reduce the number of al¬ 
cohol-related incidents in our town centres. 

"We have had great support from our partners, li¬ 
censed premises and the public so far and this pro¬ 
vides an opportunity to reduce reoffending and 
therefore further reduce alcohol-related crime and 
incidents." 
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Warmer than average 

WEYMOUTH’S July started hot, but its hopes of 
record sunshine were dashed by heavy rainfall over 
the last week. 

Town weatherman Bob Poots said temperatures 
reached 25.8 centigrade on July 8th, the warmest July 
day since 2001, but the heavy burst at the end of the 
month saw rainfall levels rise to just above average. It 
brought the annual total past 450mm, nearly 80mm 
above average. 

Sunshine was well above average, only failing to ap¬ 
pear three times with 18 days recording over ten hours. 
The month enjoyed 58 hours more sunshine than av¬ 
erage at just over 297 hours and it brought annual sun¬ 
shine totals up to just under average at 1,165 hours. 

Sea fog was present on 31st of July reducing visibil¬ 
ity to just 200 metres and thunder and lightning were 
noted on Sunday 21st at 9.08pm. 

Visibility was greatly reduced on the 6th, 12th by 
mist and on 22nd and 23rd by haze while winds were 
very light with gusts of just 22 MPH being recorded. 

All temperatures were well above average except the 
sea with the average maximum up 1.4C at 21.6C, the 
average minimum up 1.4C at MAC, the average mean 
up 1.7C at 18C, but the average sea temperature down 
O.lCat 16.5C.

Such massive misjudgments, including the extra un¬ 
budgeted £1.6million for moving a church off Charles 
St North car-park, and the blotting-out of around

of trust between council and electorate. The council’s 
leaders never ensured councilors, retailers and public 
received, appreciated and could discuss the full facts 
before the fateful decision was taken.

Changes to legislation could put wildlife at risk 


CHANGES to European legislation could put Dorset’s 
wildlife and landscape at risk - according to the county’s 
Wildlife Trust. 

The trust believes that changes to the Common Agri¬ 
cultural Policy could weaken schemes which encourage 
farmers to set aside and protect land for wildlife and 
plants. 

Debbie Watkins, manager of the West Dorset Living 
Landscape team at Dorset Wildlife Trust, claims that 
CAP reform could unravel 20 years of wildlife-enriching 
work undertaken by farmers and landowners and may 
have a negative impact on the wildlife that thrives in 
“corridors” of agriculturally managed ecosystems. 

“Dorset Wildlife Trust is trying to influence new agri- 
environemntal, greening, and rural development plans in 
a bid to secure the best deal for biodiversity and the en¬ 
vironment from very constrained resources. 

“There’s still a lot more negotiation to come and we 
will continue to engage at this level for a while longer, 
for the benefit of Dorset wildlife.” 

She says that measures that once stood to benefit Euro¬ 
pean wildlife could be diluted in a series of possible ex¬ 
emptions following talks between the EU commission, 
MEPs and agricultural ministers. 

The trust says that Dorset is a county rich in Areas of

Outstanding Natural Beauty (40 per cent of the county is 
an AONB) with 85 per cent of this land under active agri¬ 
cultural management. Under the latest outcomes of the 
Common Agricultural Policy (CAP) reform, Dorset’s 
idyllic countryside, with its vast tracts of hedgerows, wild 
meadows and grasslands vital to the prosperity of local, 
national and internationally important flora and fauna, 
could be at risk. 

The principle that 30 per cent of direct payments on the 
CAP should be focused on the environment has been es¬ 
tablished, but is being undermined by compromises. The 
trust says that, for example, the area farmers are now re¬ 
quired to identify for nature (Ecological Focus Areas or 
EFAs) will fall from seven per cent to five per cent - a 
measure only applicable to a percentage of arable farms 
over 15 hectares. 

EFAs are often placed in arable field margins, these 
hotspots for biodiversity are prevalent large areas of the 
county, such as the limestone soils of the Purbecks, and 
act as a much needed sanctuary for some of the 1,064 


farmland species identified in the State of Nature Report 
of which 60 per cent have decreased and 34 per cent have 
decreased strongly. 

The trust says that alongside field margins, hedgerows 
might soon be credited as EFAs by farmers looking to 
qualify for CAP ‘greening’ payments. 

With a reduction in the percentage of land needed to 
qualify for this greening payment, hedges, which act as 
vital wildlife corridors, are under threat from continuing 
their function as a means of protecting and dispersing di¬ 
verse species in an otherwise fractured landscape. 

Paul Wilkinson, Head of Living Landscape for The 
Wildlife Trusts, said: “Because of the flexibility that will 
be afforded to Member States in the way they deliver 
greening measures, there is still an opportunity for the 
UK to adopt an approach that is more robust than the ex¬ 
tremely disappointing basic measures agreed. 

“We recognise Secretary of State Owen Paterson’s 
stated commitment to improve the natural environment 
and call on hima to ensure that the value for nature of 
Ecological Focus Areas and the other greening measures 
is maximised and to commit to supporting strategic plan¬ 
ning of these areas across the farmed landscape. We need 
to see these areas linked in a coherent way to well-funded 
new agri-environment schemes.”

Dorset photographers host exhibition

D ORSET Independ¬ 
ent Photographers 
are combining the 
best in traditional dark¬ 
room skills with the latest 
in digital technology for 
their annual exhibition 
which opens in Dorch¬ 
ester’s Borough Gardens 
House for a week from 
August 19th. 


This year’s show in¬ 
cludes images from as far 
afield as Iceland and as 
close to home as a Dorset 
kitchen table, taken on 
everything from a plate 
camera to a smart phone. 


The show, sponsored by 
Nantes Solicitors, features 
a range of work in differ¬ 
ing styles. Among them 
will be original prints by 
Robin Mills, an Associate 
of the Royal Photographic 
Society. He now uses digi¬ 
tal technology to make his 
pictures, but his back¬ 
ground is rooted firmly in 
the traditional darkroom. 

He joins seven other 
photographers who tackle 
subjects ranging from 
landscape and abstract to 
still life and documentary 
in both colour and mono¬ 
chrome. The group has 
been staging exhibitions 
and meeting informally to 
discuss work since the 
1980s. 

Dorchester-based Tim 
Edwards is a founder 
member of the group. For 
more than 25 years Tim 
used his keen eye for detail 
and passion for fine black 
and white prints to pro¬ 
duce images from large 
format cameras. When 
health problems forced 
him to give up darkroom 
work, he brought the same 
passion to his digital 
colour work, responding to 
the rich colours and pat¬ 
terns of decaying urban 
structures to produce his 


trademark abstract photo¬ 
graphs. 

With his monochrome 
landscapes produced in the 
darkroom using negatives 
from medium and large 
format cameras, Malcolm 
Macnaughtan’s focus re¬ 
mains on traditional photo¬ 
graphic craft.

"I'd like to thank the public for their support and 
would continue to urge people to call police if they 
suspect someone is drink driving."

BRIDPORT picked up their game after the disappointment 
of Saturday's performance against Chard Town, but found 
Dorchester Town's fitness and finesse too much for them, 
particularly in the last 30 minutes of this pre-season 
friendly. 

There were some good performances particularly from 
Darren Watts, who is beginning to show his class after two 
seasons away. 

The return of Danny Green is a real bonus for Dorchester 
after such a long lay-off, and despite his age Nick Critten¬ 
den showed what an asset he is to the Magpies. 

Dorchester, who have looked sharp in pre-season to date, 
showed their intent right from the kick-off and inside the 
first minute Sam Filkins made a great save, beating away 
Crittenden's shot from the angle of the area as he burst 
through. 

Ben Watson then had a legitimate claim for a penalty 
after his shot on the turn appeared to strike a Bridport de¬ 
fender on both hands, but referee Glen Barter ignored the 
striker's plea.

On Walker’s dismissal King, 
who was critical of referee Bob 
Cobb’s whole performance, said: 
“I couldn’t see what happened 
from where I was, but Nathan said 
he hasn’t elbowed their player 
(Ward); he has pushed his arm into 
him to get away from him. Nathan 
knows better than to do that. He’s 
pushed his arm across, and the ref¬ 
eree has seen it as something 
else.” 

Cobb was in charge of the 


Dorset Senior Cup match in Feb¬ 
ruary where Kyle Critchell re¬ 
ceived an injury that put him out 
for the season. Weymouth were 
outraged that the Wimborne 
player only received a caution 
rather than a red card, and King 
thought that he was not the right 
man for this local derby and a 
stronger referee was required, 
something echoed by Magpies’ 
manager Phil Simkin. 

The Terras boss was happy with 
his team’s performance and felt 
that a draw was a fair result in the 
end. “I thought we were the better 
team in the first half and were a bit 
disappointed to only go 1-0 up at 
half-time,” said King. “They were 
the better side in the second half 
and probably deserved something 
out of it in the end. 

“Our first-half performance was 


really good, but second half was¬ 
n’t. We stopped doing the things 
we had been doing in the first half 
and maybe you’ve got to give them 
a bit of credit because they 
changed their shape and we didn’t 
get to grips with it. 

“Overall, we’re disappointed we 
haven’t won the game, and on re¬ 
fection, we’re playing against a 
team from a higher league, so in 
that respect it’s not too bad. 

“It was our first game against 
higher opposition and our hardest 
game to date. You’re not going to 
get the ball for 90 minutes, and I 
thought we rode it out well but 
their lad popped up at the end with 
a decent finish.” 

Former Glover Aiden Chainey is 
still keeping his options opened but 
King said there may well be news 
of another signing soon.
